Here in America they evoked 
the full power of the law and used the military to suppress the workers fight- 
ing for their rights—carrying their heartlessness to the shedding of blood. 
Such concessions as have been made were given grudgingly. 
"The establish- 


ment of the school system -of Groat Britain," says John Stuart Mill, 
"was 


not due to our philanthrophy, but wrung from our fears. 
"We dreaded the 


repetition of the scenes of violence witnessed in the French Revolution." 


The "laissez faire" policy will not settle the social 
problem. 
Society is 


moved along the path of progress by the action and reaction of social forces. 
The economic conditions under which man lives are slowly changed by auto- 
matic forces. 
In tho endeavor to adjust himself to the new conditions he 


reacts upon these forces, and further progress thus becomes possible. The so- 
lution of the problem depends, first, upon n, clear understanding of the laws 
that govern social evolution. Second, upon the transformation of that knowl- 
edge into action, with a subsequent crystallization into laws and Institutions.

When one ex- 
amines closely he finds that the core of what Mr. Markham is today saying 
in both his verse and his prose is merely Justice, fairness, and the plain -a-nd 
practical old rule of doing by others as we would have done by us. Y«t, to 
any voice crying aloud for these primary rectitudes the multitude always re- 
sponds: "O, this is purely visionary;" "wholly impracticable;"

'.shlne;1' etc. This proves that the "Hoe-Man" Is not the only man of whom it 
may be said that "the lamp has almost gone out in his brain."

Men's CopservationSoclety's Aim 


(From Rev. Dr. Robert F. Coyle, First Presbyterian Church.) 


•With the exception of -what Mr. Mark-ham has to say about the land, 


his philosophy is what I have been preachins: for years. I believe that the 
one great mission, of society is the making of men. The one marvellous 
fabric which all Its shuttles were designed to weave, a.s -they fly through 
uhe looms of life, is man. 
To be sure there, are oilier 
and 
-subordinate 


fillings for which the social organism was formed, such as language and 
literature, and business, and values; just as a cherry tree may be used for 
fuel, or sawed .into lumber and converted into furniture, but the -ultimate 
reason for its existence is the production of cherries. So the chief end of 
society is man. For this purpose tihe family, the State, and all human, rela- 
tions were esla"b'. ished. 


In the thougrht of God the business of commerce, of trade, of the pro- 


duction of wealth, of all invention and discovery, of all industries and pol- 
itics, of all social movements oC every sort, is the making of man. 
This 


being the case, we are able to determine very clearly our line of duty In 
the accumulation and distribution of wealth, and in all our relations to 
one another in the social organism. Suppose this thought, Which is God s 
thought, should become dominant; suppose employers and manufacturers, 
and capitalists, and trades' unions should become thoroughly possessed with 
the great truth that their business Is the making ot man— what a trans- 
formation it would work In human society! There would be no more Sun- 
day labor, -no more sweat-shops grinding the very life out of the poor, 
no more monopoly of God's gifts by the few, no more licensing of rum and 
ruin, no more bondage to greed and avarice, for God's will would be dono 
in earth as it is in heaven. 
< 


We are a, long, long way from this.yet; but any man who takes Christ's 


gospel for his guide must admit, unless he has read It with scales over his 
eyes, that his business in the world Is to get away from a narrow in- 
dividualism, and consider the welfare of his neighbor. 
Not property, but 
manhood 
is the thing which he nrast keep supreme in 'his thoughts and 


efforts. 
Whether he conducts a bank, or manages a railroad, or carries 


on some vast industry, if he cares to be right, and to keep in line with the- 
min-d of God, he must always lay chief stress upon the elevation of the hn- 
man element. He must push his thoughts and 
his concern back of the 


beautiful cloth to the fingers that made it, back of the splendid vehicle, 
to the hands w*!iich fashioned it, back of the flying express train to the 
laborer who produced it, bad? of the dainties and toothsome viands upon his 
table to the .humble toiler who took them from field and garden and made 
'them ready for his eating. 
The man side of every enterprise is infinitely more Important than the 


money side, and he who does not make it first has not learned the. first 
principles of Christianity.

Social Reform for the Scientist. 


(From J, B, flcChesney, Principal Oakland High School.) 


The Markham philosophy, as you term it in your last Saturday's issue, 


does not strike me as being a philosophy, but rauher a view of present 
sociological and economic conditions, full of noble sentiments and -fruitful 
suggestions, 'still partial in Its scope and hearing. 


Never in the history of civilization has there been such a deep and unU 


versal attention given to these questions which so vitally affect the hap- 
piness and prosperity of man, but, unfortunately, this attention -has been 
too much In the nature of a wall of distress, a bitter accusation or a de- 
termined revolt against all law and order. 
It 'is true that wrongs cannot 


be righted before they are known to exist. A n-atlon must groan and travail 
In spirit before it will reach that sublime 
conception of truth 
and 
duty 


which will lead it to deal out justice, to all. Mere compla'lning will never 
remedy existing -evils, nor will bitter denunciations or rebellion against con- 
stituted authority. 
Bandying epithets only embitters and confirms preju- 


dices. 
.. • " '" - - -. :.-.-T,'.-:"~" 
Present conditions are the results of efficient causes, and they can be 


improved only by recognizing the causes and 1)y applying Uhe appropriate 
remedy. 
Henue the question belongs to science rather than to poetry. The 
poet may arouse noble sentiments and thus create a desire to act, but the 
scientist must decide wherein the domain of action lies and prescribe the 
lines to be followed. 
The province of poetry is to be found in the feelings. 
that of science in the judgment; ea.eh has its 
functions to perform, and. 
each is equally essential in a complete manhood. There should be no es- 
trangement between them, and there need not be if we put each in Its 
proper place. 


The Hoe-man Is, and we should bewail the fart. 
Let us not, however, 


expend all our strength in lamentations, but, rather, while the burdc-n or 
sorrow is upon us, let us seek for the cause of his being. When this is found 
we may reasonably hope that his burden will gradually he lifted, provided, 
however, we are willing -to apply ourselves to the task. Just what this taslc 
is the scientist must tell us, not the poet.

march of the -world, the march of ideas, is not as easily made as the evo- 
lutions of regiments in dress parade. The 'bugle call 
-ha« to he sounded 


often, from many lips &rid at various points along the line of battle. 


This is an old call in a. new key. But one cannot listen without belntf 


impressed that the instrument is too ponderous; 
it thunders where 
it 


would better attune its notes to flner nerves. These tremendous phrases— 
this -aggregation of tremendous words rising into tremendous 
climaxes, 


overdo the effort. 
Sometimes this is necessary. It depends on how sound- 


ly the sleeper slumbers what measures must he taken 
to arouse him. 


But we must remember that it Is possible to 
Impose undeserved Injury 


upon an entire neighborhood in our zeal to awaken one somnolent Individ- 
ual. 
Of course some may be needed to stand on the heights and shout 


"fire" to the passing multitude; but 1t must not be forgotten that tha 
larger crowd are at the burning dwelling to render assistance. 


The implement in the hand of a man is not the symbol of his brutal- 


ization. 
Tihe ranks of labor are hroken. 
Some are brutalized and some 


are not; some are degenerates and some are not; some lean upon their hoes 
and "gaze upon the ground," and some look 
aloft. 
At th« 
same toll, 


under the same discouragements, men differ widely. Look at the MAX. 
Study him. 
Begin there. That side of the question is the neglected quan- 


tity. I recently listened for nearly two hours to a dozen or more earnest 
men who were saying all they cared to say on this general theme. They 
canvassed all the grievances of "The Man With the Hoe." 
But not onca 


was it intimated that the man himself might be somewhat at fault. No 
speaker suggested uhat radical changes ought to take place simultaneously 
with the "degenerate" and his environment.

But let us know by whut 
force any one of us can clea.ase himself of every form of selfishness.

him who has found that force make It known. In him will be born some- 
thing of Bhe Christ.

After all, I welcome such ringing calls. 
Something is behind our civ- 


ilization pressing us on to high Ideals. Th«rc Is more of heaven on earth 
in store for us than the most of us have dreamed of. Let him who has a 
worthy thought contribute it.
